“Steady Eddie” Mulder, consistent winner at local A.M.A. events lately, did it 
again Sunday at the 6th annual Ascot Grand Prix TT 100 lapper. Triumph—mounted on 
a new “‘stock’? TT Special, Mulder carried home record winnings of $1180. 

From the time the flag dropped on the field of 33 starters, it appeared to be Dick 
> Hammer's day as he took the lead into the first turn and held it with no one challeng- 
ing him, for 70 laps. Riding a strong smooth race, he had lapped practically the whole 
field when his primary chain broke, putting the Lakewood ‘‘Iron Man’’ out of the 


running. 


His buddy, Skip Van Leeuwen took over as leader, and Eddie Mulder running com- 
fortably in third, responded to wild signals from his pit with a drive that brought him 


within inches of Van Leeuwen. At one 
point, Skip was blocked by an Amateur 


p class rider who absolutely refused to 


move over although running about three 
laps behind, until Jack O’Brien who had 
himself moved for the leader, politely re- 
minded him that it was the nice thing to do. 


Once clear, Van Leeuwen started to 
put some distance between himself and 
Mulder, but his brakes were going, and in 
Turn one the lever bottomed so badly it 
dug into the hard track, dumping machine 
and rider.

_A.F.M. AT COTATI Nor. Cal. Road Race Opener

It was a day for mixed breeds in the 
Northern California A.F.L. road race 
season opener Feb. 27 at Cotati Race- 
way. Everything from a Harley 74 (side- 
car) to a 50cc Honda (eight-speed) got 
on the track, and the sum of their efforts 
was some very entertaining racing. 

The mixing started with the first event, 
an affair for under 100cc bikes. On the 
grid were half a dozen grand prix mach- 
ines, most of them eight-speed CR 110 
Hondas, with their riders crouched over 
them in readiness for a push-start. 

To the rest of the GP bikes the under 
100cc entrants lined up = on the opposite 
side of the course from their machines. 
They were to have a LeMans type start. 

At the drop of the flag the GP bikes 
pushed off. A pause, and then the prod- 
uction people went scrambling across the 
track to pump their hummers. 

Soon the course was filled with angry 
little bikes, Into the lead went Dave 
Burchards, closely followed by Jim Wulsen 
Both were on the shifty little Hondas. 

Some of the other Hondas gave up the 
chase early, and third and fourth spots 
turned into a family affair between Bill 
Boyd and his lovely wife, Leslie. 

Bill and Leslie were attired in smart 
look-alike outfits - red one-piece leathers 
and blue helmets - and raced identical 


Yamaha 100cc twins from Al Fergoda’s 
shop in San Francisco, Bill, who is pres- 
ident of the’ San Francisco chapter of 
the American Federation of Motorcyclists 
and a rider of many years’ experience, 
could catch his wife on some of the 
corners, but on the straights her weight 
advantage paid off and she would buzz 
away. 

At the end of ten laps Burchards was 
still ahead of Wulzen, and Leslie got 
the best of Bill. 

Next on the agenda were the ‘‘over 
100cc” production bikes. As one might 
expect, this rather broad classification 
attracted an extensive entry. According 
to A.F.M. rules, production bikes must 
carry lights and look like stock, but any 
internal modifications are legal. Almost 
everyone at the track had something that 
fit the rules, so almost everyone ran. 

Another LeMans start got the field 
away without mishaps. Into the lead char- 
ged a gaggle of - - guess what - - 450cc 
Hondas, their riders conferring blessings 
on electric starters. 

Following was a herd of everything - 
Suzukis, Triumphs, Yamahas, Harleys, 
more Hondas. All wore color-coded num- 
ber plates to indicate size, but even so 
the scorers were driven into a frenzy 
with so many bikes.

THE MOTORCYCLE DILEMMA 55. cian 


Motorcycling, like Caesar’s Gaul, is divided into three parts: street rid- 
ing, trail riding and competition. - 

Each part is further subdivisible by rider preference until the number of 
sub categories equals or exceeds the number of motorcyclists currently en- 
| joying the sport. As a result, motorcyche-land is the ultimate haven of the 
vehicular individualist. No one need bear the slightest resemblance to his 
fellows. 

One result of this individualism is the widespread feeling among motor- 
cyclists that the problems that harass the ‘‘other guy’’ have no bearing on 
one’s own enjoyment of the sport. What does it matter to the scrambler if 
street riders are encumbered by new regulations? His knobbies will never 
touch pavement; it doesn’t affect him. And what does the street rider care if a 
TT course is zoned out of existence as a ‘‘public nuisance.’’ He wasn’t plan- 
ning to go there anyway. 

After surveying literally hundreds of cycle enthusiasts and businessmen 
up and down the state, we have been reluctantly forced to the conclusion 
that the only people primarily concerned with the fate of all motorcycle riding 
in California is the staff of Cycle News. To paraphrase John Donne, no 
motorcycle enthusiast is an island. What affects one part of the sport affects

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out the problems we will have taken the first step toward solving them. 

Lack of riding space is the number one problem. At present California’s 
population is the largest of any state in the union. So is its motorcycle re- 
gistration. More and more people are trying to ride in less and less available 
space. This is the kind of conflict that leads foreign countries to war. 

What is being done to ensure that the growing army of trailing enthusi- 
asts will have a place to use their machines despite the creeping onslaught 
of ticky-tack subdivisions? Precious little. 

Except for a few dedicated individuals who are devoting their own time 
and money to securing off-the-road areas for cycle use, the only progress we 
have found is in the wrong direction. 

Just last week, however, our own columnist Wes Cooley prevailed upon 
the administrators of the immense Irvine Ranch to set aside a portion of 
their vast acres for the motorcycle enthusiasts that will be buying houses in 
their new subdivisions. The winning argument was the same as that used by 
hot rod clubs when drag strips were as rare around the country as cycle parks 
are now: ‘‘If you don’t provide a place to let off steam, there’ll be racing in 
the streets.” 

The Irvine officials later told Cooley that they fully expected to see a 
bearded delinquent walk into their office when they agreed to talk to him. In 
private life, Wes is an executive of a large drug firm and his uniform of the 
day is a business suit and tie. He presented his plan reasonably, and like 
reasonable men, the administrators agreed to try his suggestion. That is why 
you will soon see listed in the Calendar of Events a scrambles at a new 
course in Irvine Park. Let us pray that nothing happens in the meantime to 
change their new impression of motorcycle people. 

Aside from this one small victory, there is little progress to report. Some 
individual efforts at securing favorable publicity for the trail riders have 
been successful, but nothing is organized and there is no coordination. 

Recently our national representatives, the Motorcycle, Scooter and Allied 
Trades Association announced the formation of a Committee on Motor Sports 
for Los Angeles County. As for progress, here again, nothing to report. 
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As we have said the needs of the trail rider-enthusiast are the most ur- 
gent right now. Here’s what we can do about it: 

Clubs and individuals can request their local Forestry Service or law 
enforcement agency to furnish them with information as to where they can 
safely go trailing and where they cannot. A map can then be colored in to 
show where trailing is permitted. If mufflers or spark stoppers are required, 
it should be noted, 

This information should then be given to the editors of their local news- 
papers and Cycle News for publication. 

At least then we’ll know better where we stand. 

Simultaneously I'd like to help establish a fund to hire ‘‘Anti-Erosion 
Crews” to make and maintain riding trails up and down California 

The enemies of motorcycle fun tell of atrocious things motorcycles are 
alleged to do to wilderness areas. The only reasonable argument against 
letting motorcycles use forest trails is that our wheels leave ruts, and these 
can cause erosion. Let’s eliminate that argument by guaranteeing to improve 
the landscape. Trails could be rotated like crops, so they are never worn out. 
Smoothing out the ruts and planting grass would be a good, healthy job for 
present state welfare recipients. Legislators, please note.

From the first, the lead was assumed 
by Dave Burchards aboard a 450cc Honda. 
and he did not relinquish it throughout 
the ten lap event, winning his second 
race of the day. Into second moved Tony 
Metz, pushing hard on a 650cc Triumph 
from his Berkeley shop. 

Back in the field an interesting con- 
test between ex-Englishman Ron Grant 
and Bill Boyd was ensuing. Boyd, on 
a 305cc Yamaha, was maintaining bare 
headway over grant, who rode the lone 
Ossa at the track. The Ossa displaced 
175cc. 

While the riders strung out and the 
progress of the competition became more 
confusing, the spectators began following 
the antics of the Honda 450s in the cor- 
ners. The new big ’uns proved very squir- 
rely, and it was fun to watch which way 
they would weave out of a corner next. 

The hairy handling got the better of 
Hondaman Rich McClintock about mid- 
race. He went plunging down the greenery 
near the exit of a turn, doing a commen- 
dable job of holding on until the grass 
gripped the slowing front wheel and gave 
McClintock a neat judo flip. Unshaken, 
he continued the chase. 

Meanwhile Grant had mfade his way 
past Boyd and was taking up matters with 
some of the leading 250s. At the finish 
it was Burchards on the 450 Honda well 
in advance of Triumph-mounted Metz. An- 
other big Honda with Fred Muhlberg up 
was third, followed by Yamaha 250cc rider 
Gerald Long. 

The A.F.M. has for some time sought 


to establish a sidecar class, and Sunday 
it presented its first hack in many years. 
For five laps the rig was demonstrated by 
two rather cautious men who apparently 
were just getting the hang of things. With 
its big Harley 74 engine putting out a fine 
bellow, it should made an interesting 
piece when competition arrives. 

While the hack pottered about, Ron 
Grant and his sponsors were busy with 
Ossa. They put a fairing on it, and when 
the 125cc — 175cc grand prix field as- 
sumed the grid, there was Grant and the 
Ossa amongthe DOHC CR 93 Honda 125cc 
twins and such. 

The field pushed off and CR93-mounted 
Rick Schell flew into an early lead. In 
second was 175cc Ducati rider Ralph 
LeClerq, followed by Grant on the Ossa, 
which still wore its muffler. 

At first it looked as if Schell might run 
away with the race, but after a few laps 
LeClerq upset this. The Ducati rider 
began shaving down lap times and by mid- 
race had the lead for good. Schell and 
Grant continued with safe second and 
third spots. 

Came the 250cc — 350cc contest and 
Grant was back on the grid again, this 
time with a Harley-Davidson Sprint bor- 
rowed from a fellow Englishman, Harry 
Webster. Webster himself was entered on 
another Sprint, this one just out of the 
box from Dudley Perkins’ dealership in 
San Francisco. The Perkins people wanted 
Webster to test the new bike prior to 
grooming it for the A.M.A. season. 

The flag dropped and Frank Scurria

On the racing scene, the events whi ch 
led to the end of half-mile motorcycle ra- 
ing at Champion Speedway are an inter 
esting commentary on the situation of 
professional racing in the bay area, and 
can offer some indication of what the in- 
fluences on the professional and amateur 
sport are likely to be in the future. 

With the opening of Champion, it was 
hoped the bay area might be emerging

from along motorcycle racing slump. Since 
the quarter-mile days at Belmont, which 
ended when the A.M.A. abruptly removed 
Class C bikes from the small tracks, oval 
track racing had been stymied. Attempts 
to promote short track races with 15 cubic 
inch machines failed; a half-mile season 
promised at Vallejo never got beyond a 
few meetings; the United States Motor- 
cycle Club held a full season at a college 
football track one summer in Sacramento, 
but didn’t come back the next year, 

Professional racing flourished regular- 
ly at one track: a small TT course at 
Hayward. This year the pros will be at 
Hayward again for a seven-week season 
beginning in August. 

The inaugural meet at Champion 
proved unfortunately, a preview of what 
was to come. The track was so rough com- 
petitors thought longingly of the swing- 
ing arm frames they had left home. While 
the condition of the track slowed lap 
times, a few races stretched into a very 
long afternoon. 

In time the races went into a night 
series. The track surface improved, but 
never approached the carpet-smooth ap- 
pearance of Ascot. The speed of running 
off the events, however, did not improve. 

Candlestick Park is famed for its 
winds and nasty weather, and nearby 
Champion Speedway has the same climate. 
The racing audience, though turning out 
in promising numbers for the earlier races, 
got tired of freezing through slow race 
programs. They began spending their Sat- 
urday and Friday nights elsewhere.

Among their number were 
all sorts of big bikes, from stock~-looking 
twins with high bars and no fairing to a 
couple of Norton Manx’s. 

Battle for the lead was immediately 
joined among Manxman Phil Makanna, 
Byron Farnsworth on a BSA 650cc and 
Tony Metz, who was aboard a special ra- 
cing pushrod twin Matchless 500cc which

While 
spectators and competitors streamed home- 
ward, weary scorer Jan Arian compiled 
race results in the trailer for the journal- 
istic detail. 

In all, the races were a victory for the 
A.F.M. officials. They got the events off 
on schedule, ran a safe track and received 
good crowd’control cooperation from the 
spectators, who arrived in unexpected 
strength. If A.F.M. success continues, 
road racing in Northern California will 
have its best season in 1966.

Parkhurst also announced the riders who have been selected to represent 
the United States. In alphabetical order, they are — Tony Murphy who we are 
proud to say was the number one A.C.A. road racer in 1965. His participation 
in the Isle of Man depends on Uncle Sam because presently Tom is in the 
Amy, stationed at Ft. Bliss, Texas, and his leave has not been confirmed as 
yet. Buddy Parriott was the 500cc A.C.A. Champion. Also, Buddy finished 
second in the U.S. Grand Prix behind Mike Hailwood and was rated the num- 
ber two 500cc rider in the world, finishing eighth in world’s champion points 
for the 1965 season, and local race fans will remember him as the winner of 
many outstanding events in California road racing over the past five years. 
Don Vesco, a top A.M.A. rider in the San Diego area, rounds out the team. 
Don participated in the A.F.M. and recently in the A.C.A. events. Don won 
the U.S. Grand Prix in 1964 on his 250cc Yamaha. 

The team will actually consist of three riders with an. alternate. Cycle 
World staffer Gordon Jennings will go along as alternate as well as assist 
with technical advice. Gordon has been making excellent progress in road 
racing over the last two years. I don’t believe I’m betraying Mr. Parkhurst’s 
confidence when I say that if for some reason Tony Murphy is not able to 
make this event, a probably replacement would be John Buckner, and I think 
after the excellent riding John displayed this weekend at the Gold Nugget 
100, he would be the best choice as candidate for the team.

MORE -GEARING FOR GO! 


I presume you have the final 
gear ratio from last weeks column. 


Set the figure aside and we will 
come to its use shortly! 

First we must determine other 
factors. The ‘‘rolling radius’’ of the 
rear wheel is our starting place. 
Measure the distance, in inches, 
from the center of the axle to the 
ground and multiply by 2. Then 
multiply by 3.14. Your resulting 
figure is the distance the tire will 
travel in one revolution. Another 
way is to mark the tire with chalk 
and move your bike so that a mark 
is left upon the floor or pavement 
when the tire makes one complete 
revolution. Then measure the dis- 
tance between chalk marks. 

Which ever method you use, the 
answer must be divided by 13 to 
change it from inches to feet. Di- 
vide the distance just computed 
into 5280, the number of feet in a 
mile and you will have arrived at 
the revolutions the tire will turn in ` 
a mile.

From the very beginning ana tnroughout 
the entire Centennial Gold Nugget Grand 
Prix, two machines dominated the com- 
plete show, John Buckner, #53, on his 
250cc Yamaha and Ron Grant on his 350cc 
Honda. Ma y other riders contended the 
lead various times, but these two put on a 
spectacular show that became a race be- 
tween them only. The 250cc and 350cc 
Willow lap records were broken by the re- 
presentative riders with a fantastic time 
of 145.52 officially clocked, for both Grant 
and Buckner. This is within a second of 
the 500cc record. 

Throughout the entire 20 lap, 50 mile 
event, first place changed no less than 
eight times and most of the time the two 
riders were duelling wheel to wheel. Even 
lapping and passing slower traffic it didn’t 
seem as if either one of them would give 
one inch to the other, nor would they take 
one they did not deserve. When Buckner’s 
250 passed the finish line, Grant on the 
Honda was about a bike length behind and 
it was probably the most spectacular show 
or riding skill and racing that any spectator 
has witnessed. 

All in all, Sunday was a great day of 
racing for the fans as well as the riders. 
It was a beautiful bright sunny day at 
Willow Springs Raceway and the track was 
in its best shape of the season. Rains had 
washed the asphalt clean and made the 
adhesion excellent which contributed to 
the fact that several course records were 
broken.

on a 50cc Suzuki took the lead, followed 
by Walt Fulton on a Suzuki and Dave 
Jones.

move the rear view mirrors and center 
stands. Again, Walt Fulton on a 250cc 
Suzuki, followed by Ito, also on a Suzuki, 
and Larry Michaels on a Triumph, led the 
field. On the fourth lap going into Turn 1, 
Michaels’ front wheel locked and his 
beautiful Triumph went end over end, mov- 
ing Hugh McLean on his Harley-Davidson 
into third spot. Sheer horsepower and 
speed had pulled McLean into third posi- 
tion after a hard time getting his 750 
Harley started. 

While leading the Production race, 
Fulton’s front tire blew, sending his Su- 
zuki end over end, and throwing Walt and 
for the second time he walked away. Wonder 
if they'll replace two Suzukis on the 
guarantee? 

At the three-quarters point, running in 
first place, McLean’s Harley, with tre- 
mendous bursts of speed, did pull away 
from the other bikes in the straightaways, 
but the Suzuki, with a little better handling 
ability, would soon make up the distance 
in the tight corners. On the last lap on 
Tum 9, going into the straightaway, 
McLean took the corner wide and went 
bounding out into the dirt, allowing Ito on 
his 250cc Suzuki, to nip underneath. So, 
for the second time this year, a 250cc 
Suzuki was able to win the production race 
overall. Harley-Davidson, second. 

In the 350cc, 500cc and Open class 
race, going through Turn 1, Ron Grant on 
a 350cc bright blue Honda was leading the 
pack. In close were the Nortons of Fraser 
McAninch, Jon Graber and Lance Weil. 
With two laps to go, Graber plunged into 
first place, followed by McAninch, Weil 
and Grant. Throughout the entire event, 
the four leading riders continually changed 
positions, and at one time or another every 
one of them held or could have taken first 
place.

TRYOUT TEST — 
JUDSON CYCLE-TRON 


By Bill Wall 
TEST REPORT 


We have just tested, with rather crude 
methods, the Judson Cycle-tron motorcycle 
coil replacement, the tests given the pro- 
duct were so simple that any enthusiast 
could do the same. 

The motorcycle on which we chose to 
use our Cycle-tron was a 1965 BSA Light- 
ning Rocket. We replaced the two ignition 
coils which come on the standard motor- 
cycle with one Cycle-tron. (Note) a dual 
ignition set-up can be replaced with one 
dual lead Cycle-tron coil providing the 
motorcycle is of the 3600 crank type and 
the dwell provided by the point cam is suf- 
ficient. With 180° crank type, two units 
are required. 

The first test, after removing the plugs, 
was to fire the plugs manually with kick 
starter. A healthy blue are was noticed at 
the plug. We then dunked the plugs in 50 
wt. oil and much to our pleasure they con- 
tinued to arc fiercely. With the standard 
ignition coils no arc was observed when 
the plugs were oiled. 

Next two brand new cold type racing 
spark plugs, freshly dipped in 30 wt. oil, 
were installed in our test machine and 
connected to the standard equipped coils. 
The machine would not start despite 
fierce kicking. 

Replacing the coils with the Judson, 
the machine started in two kicks, its throat 
cleared and we were off on a 60 mile road 
test. This little jaunt took us through 
stop and go city traffic, mild highway con- 
ditions and 85 mph plus freeway condi- 
tions. The machine ran flawlessly through- 
out the ride. Every start was quick and 





On hearing the results of this test, 
Cycle News columnist Bob Ebeling tried 


* out. a pair of Judson units on his Honda 


450 fuel dragster, hoping to cure some 
ignition breakdown trouble he was having 
with the stock coils. Ebeling reports the 
Cycle-Trons solved the problem. And 
they use less electricity in the bargain. 
Ebeling says he gets twice the running 
out of a charged battery, and it starts 
easier. Says Bob, “Everybody is amazed 
at its easy starting. Very unusual for a 
fueler.”” 

All that remains is to try the Judson 
on a plug-gobbling two stroke. If it fires 
a plug in oil...! But we'll leave that happy 
discovery to the reader. 

If you want to buy a Cycle-tron now 
that you’ve read this, good news, Distri- 
butor Sam Simpson announces the price 
has been reduced ten dollars to $29.95 as 
an introductory inducement. So if your 
dealer doesn’t have any, a letter to Simp- 
son Motors, Judson Distributor, 5475 San 
Fernando Rd... West, Los Angeles 39, 
should get some action. 


The Cycle-tron is adaptable to be used 
with 2 or 4 strokes, one or two cylinder, 
12 or 6 volt DC motorcycles and scooters 
etc., the only stipulation when ordering 
being to note whether it is for a positive 
or negative ground ignition system. 


CATALINA ANYONE ? 


Since the last time it was presented 
by the Southern California Sports Com- 
mittee in 1958, the Catalin Island Grand 
Prix has been thing of the past. 

What made the Catalina Grand. Prix 
unique was that sportsmen riders raced 
on both dirt and pavement, as they 
charged spectacularly through the streets 
of Avalon and around the back trails of 
the almost deserted island. 

The Grand Prix came toahalt in 1958, 
stopped for a variety of reasons; includ- 
ing prejudice, one-percenters, and lack 
of competent negotiations with the Cata- 
lina Island Company, which controls 
the land. 

Since 1958, spasmodic negotiations 
have just about convinced the Company 
that the Grand Prix should be revived. A 
lot of work remains to be done before the 
good news can be announced as certain. 

Meantime, qualified people who are 
willing to work like demons on the thank- 
less task of Getting Catalina Back 
Again are urged to contact Cycle News. 
It’s too early to be optimistic, but we 
have hopes....

Factory tests have found that an ex- 
tra thousandth piston clearance is advisable 
and now recommend pistons be refitted with 
.0035-.004 clearance when overhauling.
